as the Russian Fly , a trouble which comes 
from that p est breeding land of la grip p e, 
anarchists and c holera 
L M Goodrich, 
liv ing in South Dix on, just west of this 
city , has returned from a v isit in the east, 
aud he rep orts that these same Hies are 
causing alarm in Central New York and 
Pennsy lv ania, where they ap p eared last 
y ear hut came in alarming numbers this 
summer. 
By an

Goodrich we learn that the cattle are so 
annoy ed by these insects that they can 
not eat, the tlies ev en following them in­ 
to the dark stables where they work up on 
p ortions of the body which the critter can 
not reach with its tail or tongue.

milk decreases and the cow becomes p oor 
and in some instances sores are created 
by the continued biting of the terrible in ­ 
sect, which driv es the p oor beast nearly 
mad with its continued cruel annoy ance 
Much alarm has been created among dairy ­ 
men in the east where these Hies hav e

ap p earance, therefore our 
farmers should at once take measures for 
p rev enting the p est which must certainly 
come on to them in full force nex t y ear 
if it does not this season.
